2. 'Tis as true, That unleſs theſe things 
can be abated, the Diſſenters can never 
C.onform or Come in and let no 
Man cry , Who'd bave thougtt it? at this; 
for there is nd Impoſhbilicy in it, unleſs 
they will lay it on their Side that ſhould 
abate —— And I perſuade my ſelf they will

For my -part, I am far from deſpairing of 
a General Unjon among Chriftians; and I 
know, that when it pleaſes GOD to reftore 
the Authority of Conſcience, Charity, and 
Love, and with it an inlightned and ſound 
Judgment, we ſhaſl certainly come to ſuch 
Conjuattions in Matters of Religion, as 
may confiſt with a whole United Congrega- 
tion of faithful Chriftians ; and I leare it 
ti} then.

And this is one of the blc fſ:dEfﬀc As ot the 
Union ;, This is one of the things we have to 
be thenkful for'— — and this is alſlv One 
thing which Ifayall theParties may join ja to 
be thankful for —— Nay, it muſt be Matter 
of Scandal to any Party uf Men, to ſay they 
cannot join here —— For le that is cut con+ 
tent with a Legal Szcurity- of the Privileges 
he enjoys, from the Encroachments of 0- 
thers; on the Condition of being reftrain'd 
from encroaching upon others, muſt at the: 
ſame time allow People to ſuppoſe, he de- 
ſigns or defires the Liberty of Invading or 
Encroaching upon the Liberties or Rights 
of Others ; And let bim that likes to bave 
this Conſequence drawn upon him, take it 
for his Pains. 

T cannot therefore but wonder, any Pro- 
teftants can ſhuu their Acknowledgments 
for the Union 3 and 1 muſt own ic ſhocks 
my Opinion of their Morals —— | mean, . 
here among the People that appear Diſcen- - 
tent upon ſuch Principles as aboye. 

But I wave theſe People, they merit ſome 
Pity, and more Contempt ; 'tis becauſe of : 
them we ought to be the more thankful, fince 
all the Men of Conſcience, the Men of Li-- 
berty, the Men of Peace, and that ought 
to be valued, are deliver'd by this from 
the Depredations of a Party, whoſe Defiga 
was to devour us all, not as a Church only, . 
but as a Nation, and to deliver us up bound 
Hand and Foot, to a Foreign, a Freneb, a. 
Popiſh and a Tyrannizing Generation. 

To theſe People therefore, I did not- 
purpoſe to ſpeak much, but to thoſe who 
ſeem plcas'd with the Union z who a as 
Engliſhmen, profeſs a Love of Liberty, pro-- 
fefs to ſeek Security, to covet Peace, to be 
pleas'd with the Currency of Juſtice, and 
the Sovereignty of the Law, and yet can- 
not give Thanks.
